Using a Soldering Iron. 
Comparatively few people know how 
to use a soldering iron. 
The fleet w ay 
to heat an Iron is in a charcoal fire or 
gas flame or in a wood stove. 
Never 
get it too bot or 'the copper w ill tie 
burned, and it is then necessary to file 
It off smooth and tin it. 
In addition 
to the soldering iron you will need 
some stick solder, a good sized chunk 
of 
sal 
ammoniac shout 
IO 
cents’ 
worth—and a dime’s worth of m uriatic 
acid. 
Pu t the arid in an open mouth­ 
ed bottle and drop Into it a few scraps 
of sheet zinc. 
The acid will im m edi­ 
ately begin to fniil and consume the 
aine. 
W hen it censes to boll pour off 
the clear liquid and save It for ybnr 
soldering add, 
This is applied to the 
work you wish to solder with a small 
brush or stick. 
To tin the soldering 
iron heat the lr*rn hot and press it 
against the sal nmmonine. 
lf it sm­ 
iles and gives ofT pungent fumes let It 
burn Its Imprint in the crystal. 
Now 
press the iron against the solder and 
drop some Into the scorched place in 
the cry tai. 
Rub the iron back and 
forth on this and you will soon find 
th# point beautifully tinned. 


A dvantage* of M achine Drill*. 


The machine drill has reduced m in­ 
ing costs on the whole, but the saving 
is not so great as generally supposed 
and Is largely Indirect.

ular Job of shaft sinking or drifting or 
eloping It is often possible to get nearly 
as A heap results by hand work.
